| Appellate Judges’ Ruling in 


Galpin Case Upsets Tran- 
quillity of Chicago 
Legislators. 

CAN’T HOLD TWO OFFICES. 


Decision Raises Question as to 
Constitutionality of Laws 


holding that the Municipal court clerk vol- 
untartly resigned from the state senate when 
he took the oath of office ap clerk of the 
court. 

Inasmuch as the court gave utteranee to 
some general remarks on the subject of ho- 
ing two public offices, and inasmuch as fully 
half of the Chicago members of the assem Diy 
hold, have held, or hope to hold other public 
offices thatn that of legislator, an acute de- 
gree of interest was taken in the decision. 


Several Resignations Likely. 

Both the city hall and the county bull@ing 
are Hberally supplied with state \genators 
and representatives acting in various — — 
ties for the public, and, although the decision 
does not directly affect these cases, there will 
be @ number of resignations from the city 
and county service when the legislature 
opens. 

Furthermore, there o a certain amount 
of curiosity to learn what might be the 
effect of a discovery that some of the laws 
enacted by the last assembly owed theif pas- 
sage to a vote cast by Homer K. Galpin, state 
senator and Municipal court clerk. 

There was just enough distrust of Mr. 
Galpin’s eligibility as a senator to make the 
senate leaders extremely cautious in using 
bim in tight pinches, and it is probable that 
no Dill: passed by the upper branch was 
passed with his vote counted in to make a 
constitutional majority—twenty-six. 


May Invalidate Laws. | 

His vote was the twenty-sixth given to the 
final adoption of the Chicago charter in the 
senate, but that mistake was remedied by 
adding another vote to the list the next day, 
and the charter died at the polls anyway. It 
is possible, but not extremely probable, that 
Mr. Galpin's vote may arise to question 
whether a law was constitutionally passed. 

That part of the decision which has dis- 
tressed the legislative mind goes outside of 
the constitutional prohibition against dou- 
bling up in certain specified offices and says: 

“If there be incompatability in the hold- 
ing of the two offices, then Mr. Galpin must 
be held to have resigned the senatorship. 
Incompetibjlity in this connection is present 


/ when the Written MW ofa state specifically 


prohibits the occupant of either one of the 
offices in question from holding the other 
and also where the duties of either officeare 
such that the holder of that office cannot in 
every instance properly and fully perform 
all the duties of the other office,” 


Some See Loopholes. 

In the case of most of the disturbed legis- 

lators they are consoled by the thought that 
the court is speaking of elective offices, as in 
the case of Mr. Galpin, and not of appoint- 
ments from which a leave of absence may be 
obtained. They are consoled, further, by the 
thought that they can separate themselves 
from their administrative duties during the 
session of the assembly and return to offilce— 
if the appointment be held open for them— 
when the legisiature adjourns. 
In several instances, however, there does 
not seem to be ground for such consolation. 
Representative Elect A. E. Price is mayor 
of Elgin, ahd, according to the Appellate 
court decision, will he in the position of 
résigning from the mayoralty when he quali- 
nes as a member of the house of representa- 
tives. 

Several Chicago members of the assembly 
have made up their minds to run for the city 
council. Oneis Representative A. J. Cermak, 
who apparentiy will resign voluntarily and 
automatically if he should succeed in his 
campaign for the council and qualify as an 
alderman. 


Did Ald. Egan “Resign”? 

Furthermore, Ald. Denis J, Egan, a mem- 
ber of the last legislature, may ve re- 
signed ’’ from the house of representatives 
when he was sworn in as alderman. Here 
again is the distant possibility of a question 
directed against acts passed in the house of 
representatives with Mr. Egan’s vote as the 
necessary seventy-seventh to make a con- 
atitutional majority. 

The decision has served to call renewed at- 
tention to the large number of legislators 
who are elected from the ranks of county and 
city appointees or who as legislators procure 
appointment. Their explanation is that their 
constituents could not possibly expect them 
to live on the salary they made as legisiators, 
which has been $1,000 a session, and that be- 
cause of their work in the legisiature they 


should not be barred from taking the ordi. 


nary political appointments which they oth- 
erwise could obtain.

„Liars!“ Cries Ex-Senator Wel- 
lington to Accusers. 


CHARGED AS HOME BREAKER 


Baltimore Doctor Also Has Suit Against 
Rector. 


Baltimore, Md., Dec. 18.—[Special. }—For- 
mer United States Senator Wellington, 
named as co-respondent in the countersuilt 
for absolute divorce brought by Dr. Pierce 
Wilson Jr. against his wife, Tolitha Wilson, 
caused a sensation at the trial today. 

Dr. Wiieon had testified that Wellington 
took advantage of the impoverished condition 
of Mrs. Wilson when she was a young girl 
and had continued his visits to her. A Miss 
Davie had testified she had seen Wellington 
with his arm about Mrs. Wileon and had 
seen him go to the woman's room. 

Wellington, on the stand, denounced as a 
lie the statement that he had improper rela- 
tions with Dr. Wilson's wife, and,“ he 
cried to Thomes C. Weeks, attorney for 
Dr. Wilson, shaking his fist at him, if you 
retail such stories as that, you are an infe- 
mous liar!” 


Shouts Denials at Top of Voice. 


Wellington added that he would be glad to 
repeat the statement to the lawyer outside of 
the courtroom. Judge Gorter interrupted 
him with the gavel. 

Wellington shouted all of his deniale at the 
top of his voice. He said all the testimony 
connecting hig name with that of Mrs. Wilson 
was false. He used the phrase “ infampus 
Har so often that Attorney Weeks asked 
him if he was acquainted with President 
Roosevelt. 

„Tes, Wellington replied, “‘ but what has 
that to do with this case!“ 

The former senator thea paid his compli- 
ments to Miss Davie by saying she had lied. 


Wife Shocked at Testimony. 


Mrs. Wilson was in court, accompanied by 
her father, Dr. Theodore Rhorbeck. She 
appeared shocked at some of the testimony 
given by her husband. Dr. Wilson said he 
met his wife in 1806, and that they were 
married in February, 1898. After his mar- 
tiage they lived with Dr. Rhorbeck for some 
months, Dut left, Wilson sald, on account of 
Dr. Rhorbeck’s alleged bad behavior and 
quarrelsome disposition. 

“MY wife and I lived together in perfect 
peace and happiness,” said Dr. Wilson, “until 
the birth of our baby. A few days after this 
Dr. Rhorbeck called with some fruit. My 
wife and I left word that he should not be 
admitted. He started a tirade, and I went 
to the door. In a loud voice in my presence 
he made statements concerning previous re- 
lations between my wife and Wellington, say- 
ing Wellington had maintained a home for 
them on North avenue. I ordered him away 
and told my wife, who had heard what he 
said, that when she became well enough we 
would give him à chance to prove his state- 
ments. 


Confesses to Wellington Liaison? 

“ My wife was hyeterical all that day, and 
in the afternoon she made a full confession to 
me wkh respect to her relations with Well- 
ington. She told me he had her educated at 
the Lutherville seminary, and paid all the 


expenses of their home on North avenue, and 


had lived there with her mother and her- 
self. She told me she had a number of let- 
ters from Wellington to her, and showed 
them to me. She also showed me 4 whip 


with which she said her father had attacked 


her mother and herself. 

Dr. Wilson again referred to these letters 
when he said that once his wife wrote to 
Wellington for money, and told him unless he 
sent it she would send the letters to his wife. 

“I objected violently to this,“ said Dr. 
Wilson, and finally got her to burn the iet- 
ters. 

Willson said he read some of the Wellington 
letters, and that in one of them Senator 
Wellington said he inclosed §250 for the ex- 
penses of a trip to New York for Mrs. Rhor- 
beck and her daughter. 

The most dramatic part of the physcian’s 
evidence came when he told about returning 
to his home in Edmondson avenue one after- 
noon. This was at the time of their final 
separation. 

“I found on entering the house,” he said, 
„% man's coat, collar, and vest in my office, 
Upetaire I heard the voices of Mrs. Wilson 
and a man. Well, I seized my revolver and 
started upstaire.” 

Dr. Wilson paused for a moment and 
dampened hie lips with his tongue. 

„Half way up the flight, however, he went 
on, “I came to myself. I realized that if I 
went on a tragedy might result. I went 
downstairs and left the house.“ 

Dr. Wilson said that often hie ,wite had 
shown him money he had not given her, and 
told him she did not have to depend upon him 
for support. 

Mysterious Suit Against Rector. 

Church circles have been stirred by Dr. 
Wilson suing the Rev. Dr. Robert . Coup- 
land, rector of the Ascension Protestant 
Episcopal church and mentioned for a bish- 
opric, for $20,000 damages. Dr. Coupland 
has been summoned as a witness in the di- 
vorce case, but counsel for Wilson say the 
suit for damages againet the clergyman has 
nothing to do with the divorce case. Dr. 
Coupland says he has not the slightest idea 
of what the suit against bim is about. He 
says Dr. Wileon became a member of his 
church two years ago, and during the interim 
their relations have been most friendly. 

„Only the other night,” said Dr. Coupland, 
“Dr. Wilson came to the parish house and 
bowled with several of the men, among whom 
was myself. We left the place together, and 
our relations apparently were as cordial 
as ever.” «+ 

Dr. Wilson, he said, had come to the rectory 
and spoken to him about the divorce case, 
and Mrs. Wilson, who was not a member of 
the church, also conferred with him.

Zeppelin’s Craft Has Rival. 


BERLIN; Thursday, Dec. 10.—Count Zep- 
pelin’s airship is to have a rival which may 
exceed it both in speed and carrying power. 
The inventor is Prof. Schutte of the technical 
university at Dantsic, who is a friend of the 
emperor, He had proceeded with his plans 
with great secrécy, but somebody made 
known the fact that he had drawn plans for 
an airship and the professor thereupon pub- 
lished the details. His airship will be of the 
rigid system, lke that of Zeppelin, but in- 
stead of using aluminum for the frame he 
will use wood. In this way he expects to get 
both greater strength and lightness. 

The cigarlike frame will have a length of 
828 feet and a diameter of from 51 to 55 feet. 
Zeppelin’s airship, which was wrecked in 
August, was 446 feet long and had a diameter 
of nearly 43 feet. Schutte will propel his ais- 
ship with two gas motors, each of i.v horse 
power, and he expects to make an average 
apeed of forty-five to fifty miles an hour. 


Motors in Two Gondolas. 

The motors will be placed in a gondola, 180 
feet long, and built somewhat on the lines 
of a ship’s hull. A special apparatus will 
enable the airship to maintain its horizontal 
position in ascending or descending. The 
designer expects to be able to carry two tons 
of explosives In his craft besides the neces- 
sary fuel and other supplies—a statement 
which clearly indicates the military intent 
of the invention. The work of building wil! 
begin next summer.

After giving his age, business, ahd address, 
Mr. Patten plunged into the story by telling 
of his visit to the Annex last May find 
McFarland and his companions. told 
of visiting the bookmen’s room and of oto 
ing McFarland, who denied his identity. 

“T asked him where MoFwrland was and 
he replied, after some hesitation, He is out 
in the park with the girls,’ said Mr. Patten. 

He said that one of the other occupants of 
the room then add him and wanted to 


know what the nature of his business with 


McFarland was. He replied that his busi- 
ness was entirely with McFarland, he said, 
after the speaker had declared that he was 
in on that deal, too.”

Galpin Not Directly Involved. 

Mr. Galpin was not directly involved in the 
case just decided by the Appellate court, but 
his seat was. The action was brought against 
County Clerk Joseph Haas, the petition being 
for a mandamus to compel him to notify 
Gov. Deneen that a vacancy existed in the 
Second senatorial déstrict, ei by 
Mr. Galpin in the senate. 

He was reélected to the senate in 1904 for 
the four year term, and when the Municipal 
court act went into operation later and its 
officers were elected was elected clerk of the 
court. Herman B. Meyers, one of his po- 
tical opponents, brought the suit to oust 
him from the senate. 

Mr. Meyers and his attorneys now say that 
action will be continued to have Galpin pay 
back salary drawn as a legislator during the 
time he was ineligible to office—$1,000, 

The constitution is specific in prohibiting 


the legislature and in disqualifying judges 
and clerks of courts. Postmaster Daniel A. 
Campbell; appointed during his term as sen- 
ator, resigned and the vacancy was filled by 
a special election in his senatorial district on 
Nov. 8. 

Mr. Galpin's term/ of office in the senate 
expires with the @ating of the coming leg- 
islature and his puccessor has been elected. 
For that reason the decision, coming at this 
time, has no effect on that district’s repre- 
sentation in the upper branch, although it 
involves Mr. Galpin’s right to salary for the 
last two years, might involve the constitu- 
tionality of acts passed by his, vote, and 
makes some other legislators shaky in their 
appointive positions. 


Text of the Decision. 

The decision was written by Judge Chy- 
traus and in part is as follows: 

“In the constitution of the state of IIIi- 
nols, artitle 4, section 3, we find the following 
provision: 

* No judge or clerk of anx court or person 
holding any lucrative office under the United 
States or this state shal) have a seat in the 
general assembly.’ 

“This language is plain and to the point. 
Thereby a constitutional incompatibility is 
declared which forbids one person from hold- 
ing the office of state senator and clerk of the 
Municipal court at the same time. Twice 
did Mr. @alpin solemnly swear to obey this 
constitution, first when sworn in as senator 
and again when he was sworn in ae clerk 
of the Municipal court. We cannot presume 
in Mr. Galpin any such mendacity as that 
when he took his oath of office as clerk of the 
Municipal court he meant otherwise than 
to resign the senatorship.“ 

As affecting others than Mr. Galpin, Judge 
Chytraus was even more sweeping in the 
fojlowing paragraph of his decision: 

‘Incompatibility in this connection is pres- 
ent when the written law of the state spe- 
cifically prohibits the occupant of either one 
of the offices in question from holding the 
other, and also where the duties of either 
office are such that the holder of that office 
cannot in every instance properly and faith- 
fully perform all the duties of the other of- 
fice. This incompatibility may arise from 
multiplicity of -business in the one office or

Judge Chytraus quoted , authorities and 
said that from them also appears that in 
case of incompatibility the acceptance of the 
second office is ipso facto @ resignation of 
the first office. By his own action the officer 
‘expresses his voluntary resignation.”’ 

Elsewhere in the decision Judge Chytraus 
said: 

There is no question in this case as to the 
election of. Homer K. Galpin to the office of 
state senator, nor as to his qualification to 
hold the office. Indeed, the contention by 
the petitioner that Galpin by his voluntary 
act and conduct resigned the state senator- 
ship, eliminates the questions of his elec- 
tion as such and of his possessing the requl- 
site qualifications for holding the office. 

“The sole question is: Has he by his 
voluntary act resigned? Neither is there any 
question of ‘ ousting’ Mr. Galpin from the 
senatorship involved. This record now be- 
fore us does not disclose to us that Mr. Gel- 
pin is seeking to hold two public offices and 
to draw two salaries from the people at the 
same time. He ig not a party to the proceed- 
ing, and from this record we do not know 
whether or not he claims to be senator. So 
far as this record is concerned he is passive. 
If he has resigmed, then he does not hold 
the office of senator, but not because of any 
question in reepect to his election or of his 
lacking in any qualifications for the office.” 


Value in Precedent Set. 

Attorneys Thomas E. D. Bradley and Sam- 
uel A. Harper, representing Mr. Meyers, de- 
clared that the value of the decision rested 
in the precedent which had been established 
by Judge Chytraus. They said that it made 
plain the Hlegalfty of holding two lucrative 
public offices at the same time. 

We started proceedings on Jan. 21, 1907,” 
said Mr. Harper. Attorney General Stead 
would not take up the matter, and State's 
Attorney Healy also failed to take action. 
State’s Attorney Hatch of Sangamon county 
was appealed to, but he did not care to inter- 
fere with a matter so closely connected with 
Mr. Healy's county.

STANDARD FINE IS CITED. 


Official Thinks That Prosecution 
Should Be Able to Lead to 
the Supreme Court. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 18—That the 
United States should have the right of appeal 
to the Supreme court of the United States as 
a matter-of right whenever a conviction is 
reversed on appeal by the defendant to a 


his annual report for the. fiscal year ending. 


June 30, 1908, submitted to congress today. 
In this connection he cites the case of the 
reversal of the fine of more than $29,000,000, 
in which an application for the alfowance of 
a writ of certiorari hes been made to the Bu- 
preme court.

judgment a matter of course. 
No Question of Double Jeopardy. 
The attorney general's opinion is that in 
such cases there is no question of double 
jeopardy as the appeal of the defendant, tom 


the original conviction, is recognized by the 


undoubted weight of wel] considered judicial 
authority as a waiver of his rights in this 
respect, and as in the absence of some such 
provision of law as the attorney general 
recommends guilty parties may escape from 
just punishment under the law as finally de- 
termined by the court of last resort. 

He declares that the consistent policy of the 
department of justice during the year in en- 
forcing the statutes intended to protect the 
interstate and foreign commeree of the coun- 
try from evils arising through combinations 
in restraint of trade and attempts to create 
monopoly, as well as discriminations and 
other illegal practices on the part of com- 
mon carriers engaged in such commerce, has 
been carefully to investigate all complaints 
submitted to it, whether by public authori- 
ties or by responsible private citizens, and 
to authorize proceedings, whether civil or 
only when this investigation has 
shown the complaints to be serious and well 
founded, and that success might be reason- 
ably expected.

| President Expected to “Produce the 


Goods in Rejoinder on Civil Service, 
but Without Personalities. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.—[Special.}—It 
was announced at the White house today 
that no reply to the request of the house sf 
representatives for data concerning the se- 
cret service and the suspiciohs which may 
be cast on members of the Sixtieth congress 
will be made until after the holidays. A 
certified copy of the resolution reached the 
executive offices today and a force of clerks 
was immediately put to work compiling in- 
formation in the president's posséssion. ° 

While the president has made it clear to 
all that he will produce the goods, it is 
understood he will, in his reply, treat the 
subject in such a manner as to give little 


attention to personalities which members of 


congress in passing their resolution evident- 
ly desired him to indulge in, wording the 
matter specifically to apply to suspicions 
cast on members of the Sixtieth congress. 

At no-time. according to assertions made 
at the White house, has the president given 
out that he had knowledge of any criminal 
action on the part of any present member 
of congress. It also is understood that he 
considers that portion of the house resolu- 
tion which asks him for information con- 
cerning any suits either already begun or 
that contemplated bringing criminal action 
against congressmen as corroborative in it- 
self of the fear that he might have such in- 
formation. 

The report will contain a detailed account 
of every case in which members of congress 
have been brought to justice and in which 
the secret service was used. \ 


ROOT IS NOT TO RESIGN. 


Secretary Spending Considerable Time 
at Home in Order to Give His 
Knee a Rest. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.—Reports that 
Secretary Root contemplated resigning his 
seat in the cabinet in the immediate future 
because of the trouble which he is experi- 
encing from his knee, which was’ injured 
while he was in the west making a speech in 
behalf of Mr. Taft, are denied in responsible 
quarters.

“ASKED BY LEAGUE 


N ational Body Demands New 
Clerks Be Chosen by Com- 
petition. 


ASKS SERVICE EXTENSION 


Many Positions Sought to Be 
Placed Among Classi- 
fied Places. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 18.—The National Civil 
Service Reform league, holding its twenty- 
eighth annual convention here, in resolutions 
adopted late today demands that the 4,000 or 
more clerks to be added to the census bureau 
for the compiling of the next census be se- 
lected for merit and fitness for the work, as 
determined by competitive examinations,” 
and protests against the proposed noncom- 
petitive examination of applicants for such 
positione which President Roosevelt has de- 
scribed as nothing but a cloak to hide the 
nakedness of the spoils system.” 

The resolutions also urge the repeal of the 
law limiting the tenure of office of subordi- 
nate nonpolitical employés and the enact- 
ment of a law prohibiting the,)soliciting of 
political contributions from federal employés 
by any person or the asking of political serv- 
ices of any sort from any employé in the 
glassified service. 


Wants Extension of 

It is also recommended that the competi- 
tive service be extended to include assistant 
postmasters, employés in nonfree delivery 
postoffices, all employés in the District of 
Columbia, all pension examining surgeons, 
and all fourth class postmasters not included 
im the recent order, so soon as arrangements 
can be made for such extension. Legisla- 
tion enabling the president to apply to presi- 
dential postmasters, collectors, and other 
higher officials regulations similar to those 
adopted for consuls in the foreign service 
were advocated. 

Eulogistic resolutions were adopted in 
memory of Daniel Coit Gilman, ex-President 
Grover “Cleveland, Bishop Henry C. Potter, 
William Potts, and Charles Eliot Norton, 
former active workers of the league.

Lines Thus Relie ‘ - of Expen- 
sive Necessity of Explain- 
ing Every Stop. 


Thousands of dollats will be saved to the 
railroads of the United States annually on 
account of-the new order issued by the post- 


‘master general, already announced, which 


was received here yesterday. It eliminates 
from the regulations of the department gov- 
erning the transportation of malle the re- 
quirement that the roads shall be fined for 
failure to maintain schedules on mail trains. 

The order also provided that the roads no 
longer shall be required to make out and 
forward to Washington the voluminous 
monthly reports showing in detail the full 
performance of each mail train that is de- 
layed over thirty minutes at apy point on its 
route, 

The order was received with great satis- 
faction by fhe railroad officials, who. long 
have conte that the regulations of the 
postal department were unreasonable. 

Heretofore a fine of 10 per cent of the earn- 
ing capacity of a’ mail train, based on its 
contract remuneration, has been imposed oh 
the road for a delay of thirty minutes or over 
at any point on its route, the fine being based 
on the distance traveled while the train was 
that amount behind its schedule. 


Fine Intended as Stimulus. 


Prior to July 1, 1907, in atcordance witlran 
act of congress of June 26, 1906, a fine of 20 per 
cent was imposed for delays of over thirty 
minutes at terminals only on routes where a 
Single train a day was operated, the theory 
being that such a delay retarded the entire 
service. 

Tue expressed idea of congress in making 
this requirement was to give a stimulus to 
better railroading, but the roads claimed they 


already were doing the best they could in 


order to meet the demands of the public and 
that M they could not maintain all their trains 
on schedule time for the ordinary traffic that 


‘provided 98 per cent of their gross earnings 


they certainly could not do it for the mail 
business alone, which furnished only 2 per 
cent of their rewenue. 


Monthly Reports Required. 


In April, 1908, a new order was issued in- 
creasing the restriction and the roads then 
were required to make monthly reports, of 
delays. 

The monthly reports entailed great labor 
and expenge, amounting to over $10,000 for 
one road, it is said, besides the amount of the 
fines. 

In the 1908 appropriation bil? nothing was 
said about the fines and the roads contended 
that they ought to be eliminated. The post- 
office department put the question up to the 
attorney general.

Thanks to its persistent use 
bovine tuberculosis has been practically 
reoted ott, The Danich abattoirs show 
only from 5 to 10 per Gent of titberculosis 
in the fist degree, 4 per cent in the sec- 
ond degree, and 1 per cent in the third. 
In the state of New York about 30 per 
cent of the herds are tuberculous. 

The Danish dairymen have been edu- 
cated up to the point Where they welcome 
close official supervision. They are quick 
to report suspieious Gases among their 
cattle. The fact that if they fail to re 
port tuberculosis they are fined has helped 
to make them more vigilant. It is greatiy 
to de regrétted that farmers atid daify- 
men in such otherwise progressive states 
as New York and Illinois have not been 
subjected to the same training as those of 
Denmark. If they had been there would 
not be so many deaths of children from 
intestinal consumption. 

It the Kane county dairymen would in- 
torm themselves they would see why the 
Chicago héalth department has to insist 
on the tubereulin test. A failure to do 80 
would raise the infantile death fate in this 
éity. And as the véridus protective 
measures Which the health department 
lays stress on Would gtiard the lives of 


the dairymen's children as well as those 


ot city consumers, they ought to welcome 
its benefiéeht regulations. 


ENGLISH POLITICS AND THE

THE OTTOMAN PARLIAMENT. 

The zultan said ih his address to the 
Ottoman parliament that he was héartily 
Flad to restore the constitution he set 
aside thirty years ago. No one will be- 
lievé that he is glad to be shorn of auto- 
cratic power. When he said that the 
people were more able to understand the 
benefits of a constitution than they were 
in the 708 he spoke the truth. The prin- 
ciples of constitutional goyernment are 
much bettér understood now than they 
were then. The Turks, or at least the 
better educatéd among tnem, have been 
greatly influenced by thé ideas of western 
Europe. This applies to the women as 
well as to the men. 

In spite of that, ana although the peace- 
ful triumph of the revolution which 
changed the system of govérnment proves 
that Turkey has men who ate fit to rule 
end who have the confidence of the peo- 
ple, the Ottoman parliament is something 
of an experiment. It represents meu who 
differ in face, religion, and language 
Turks, Arabs, Syrians, Jews, Greeks, Ar- 
ménians, and Albanians. The first thought 
of some of these peoples, notably the 
Afmenians, is freedom from Turkish rule. 
The question whether they will give up 
such aspirations, now that they are no 
longer to be governed despotically, and 
have no other thought than the welfare of

Among them is 
Capt. Ernest George Pretyman, who, sec- 
retary and lord 6f thé admiralty from 1900 
until 1906 in the Toty-Uniénist administra- 
tion, has just deen elected Coénkervative 
member of parliament for Cheimsford. His 
great-grandfathér Was Dr. George Prety- 
man, bishop of Lincoln and afterwards of 
Winchester, who established Nis ela im to the 
Nova Scotia baronetcy of Sir Thomas Prety- 
man, which had been allowed to lapse on 
the latter's death in 1749. 

The bishop was 4 fortitinate man, for he 
owed his ecclesiastical preferment to the fact 
that as a young man he had been the tutor 
of the great stätesman and prime minister, 
William Pitt, and in 1803 a man with whom 
he was but slight acquainted, of the name 
of Marmaduke Tomlin, one of the great ter- 
ritorial magnates of Lincolnshire, died, lea v- 
ing him all his Property. | 

Until hie death the Bishop Was Knowfi as 
the Rt. Rev. Sir George Pretyman Tomlin, 
but Capt. Pretymanh has preferred to drop 
the name of Tomlin and to content himself 
with thé 614 and honored name of Prétyman, 
which Was already noted a8 of much consé- 
quenee in the reign of King Henry VIII.

Capt. Pretyman, who might it he wished 
styte himself Sir Ernest George Prettyman, 
by virtue of His descent from the bishop bar- 
onet above mentioned, makes his home at 
Orwell Park, one of the most beautiful places 
in Suffolk. He inherited it, along with a 
large property in Linéolnshire, In the neigh- 
borhood of Grimsby, and & large meome 
from his kinsman, the late Col. Tomlin, who 
was a terrible crank and whom he scarcely 
khew, thé colonel being moved to make him 
his heir by the faet that he was the only one 
of hie relatives who had left him severely 
alone. Orwell Park is one of the finest 

orting properties in England, and among 
the treasures of the mansion is a large and 
valuable collection of eorrespondence be- 
tween Pitt and his tutor and friend, the bar- 
onet bishop. It extends over the whole of 
Pitt's political life, and never has been edited 
or printed. It was with the materials gath- 
efed from a necessarily cursory perusal of 
these historic manuscripts that Lord Asii- 
bourne was enabled to writé his highly inter- 
esting work entitled “Pitt's One Love 
Story.“ 5 

Orwell house ofigitially r to Adml- 
ral Vernon, who commanded thé storming 
of Portobello in 1739." His nephew, Who suc- 
céeded to the property, rebuilt the house as 
it now stands and incloséd thé immense park 
with a wall. In 1776 he was created Viscount 
Orwell and earl of Shipbfooke, dut the title 
became extinct at his death. Capt. Prety- 
man is married to Lady Beatrice Bridgeman, 
eldest daughter of the earl of Bradford, and, 
like her sisters. Lady Dalkeith and Lady 
Séfton, she is a pretty woman and, like her 
husband, extremely popular.

The Marquis Alesander Gtifécioli, Who Has 
just deen promoted to the rank of ambassa⸗ 
dor of Italy at Tokio, is known to many 
Americans’ as the former governor of Turin 
and of Florence, and has lately been doing 
efcellent work as the envoy of his ebuntry 
at Belgrade.

His aunt was the famous actress 
Ristori, who died not long ago; his father 
was minister of finance of the Roman repub- 
lic of 1849, while his grand aunt was that 
Countess Teresa Guiccloli who played so 
great a role in the career of the poet Byron. 
Late in life, when she had become very fat, 
she married the French Marquis de Boissy. 
Who shared her cult for the memory ot the 
bard, and who used to speak of his wife as 
“Mme. la Marquise de Bolssy, ma femme, 
Ancienne maitresse de Lord Byron.”

Ap applied to the sale of milk and eream 
the tuberculif test is feasible, and AMmllar 
laws have been enforced in the larger cities 
of Minnesota for many years. But to apply 
this test to the herds furnishing milk to the 
cfeanieriés of Minnesota would be a pliysical 
impossibility. The laws of Minnesota require 
that the test must be made be a graduated 
veterinarian duly appointed by the livé stock 
senitery board. There are not Veterinarians 
enough in the staté % test all of the mi. x 
cows once in ten years. Consequentiy, we 
have to fall back upon pasteuriZation as a 
means of getting our butter on the Chicago 
market. ~ 

Ab @ result thé cefitfaliging plants, which 
usually make ah luferlor afticlé, would have 
a monopoly of the Chicago market, and the 
small farmers’ creameries, Which make the 
finér and more delleate flavored butter, wil! 
not have legal butter. The cefitralizer will 
get through the Chicago city ordinance di- 
rectly what they were getting indirectly 
through railroad favoritism.

Miss Duncan's Dancing. 


Fully 3,000 people assembled in the Audi- 
torlum last evening to Watch Miss Isadora 
Dunean danee. 

All the boxes were occupied, the main floor 
was filled with the exception of a few seats 
at the rear, only the last rows of the balcony 
were vacant, and the upper galleries were 
far from empty. 

It was an audience fashionable and Alabo- 
rately dressed, and the impresslon Miss Dun⸗ 
can had made by her highly artistic work 
here at the Thomas Orchestra benefits was 
evident from the size and quality of last 
evening's assemblage. A program different 
from the one presented at both of the pre- 
vious entertainments was offered and afford- 
ed a somewhat clearer estiniating of the 
dancer's abilities. It had been planned to 
dance the seventh Symphony of Beethoven, 
whieh the managers of the Thomas orches⸗ 
tra benefits would not eofisent to have used.

Among these feat- 
ures are an admirably arranged list of en- 
gravers, in whiéh more than 2,500 names 
appear; a compendious index of engravers, 
also skillfully arranged; and a general 
bibMdogrephy, which presents a much fuller 
list of authorities than is to be found in any 
book of similar scope. 
The publishers have furnished the volume 
with a frontispiece reproduction in phote- 
grevure of Albrecht Durer’s St. Georges on 
Horseback,” and more than a hundred other 
well chosem specimens of the art, eld and 
new, all of which have been excellently re- 
produced and printed. In its typographical 
aspects the book leaves nothing to be desired.

These personal de- 
talls are interesting enough, but they do not 
take the place of insight into the real meaning 
of Leo X. as a product of the Ita lan renais- 
sance. 

The style of the book lacks restraint. It is 
at times flamboyant. Mn Vaughan has gone 
to the other extreme oi his chief authority, 
Roscoe, whe wrote in a plain, tedious, uncol- 
ored style. Between these two types of his- 
torical Writing there must be a happy me- 
dium, even in these days, when in the at- 
tempt to make histery popular there is a 
tendency to throw into relief what is of little 
value and to lose sight of large forees and 
movements in exploiting individuals.

A new series of travel books, which prom- 
ises much of instruction and entertainment, 
begins with a volume by Mr. Gordon Horne, 
“ALONG THE RIVIERAS OF FRANCH 
AND ITALY.” Familiar as the region is, 
both to travelers and to readers, Mr. Horne 
contrives to give his text an interest of owe 
own, and to present a survey of the whole 
region of the Riviera of practical use to the 
tourist and of imaginative value to the reader 
who travels in fancy by his own fireside. 

Mr. Horne sets forth at Marseilles and 
brings his journey toits end at Pisa. Between 
these extremities he makes all the important 
stops, sketching graphically the historical 
background of each place and filling the fore- 
ground of the present with entertaining com- 
ment upon the people and scenes of contem- 
porary life. Mr. Horne is himself an artist 
and therefore an appreciative commentator 
upon both the artistic and the landscape fea- 
tures ef the region be writes of. But he 
brings brush and pen to his aid also in twen- 
ty-five illustrations reproduced in color and 
many more in line. 

The volume includes @ good map of the 
Rivieras and an excellent bibliography, for 
which both the wayfarer and the student will 
be grateful.

Mr, Cundall in discussing the claims,for 
artists as the father of the English school of 
water color painting decides in favo of Paul 
Sandby. Wilson and Gainsborough were the 
first to break away from the topographical 
style and to paint landscape. Girton, Tur~ 
ner, and Constable he calls the great men of 
this period. 

The work fs illustrated by examples in col- 
or so well reproduced that the phases through 
which the art has passed are easily traceable. 
Naturaliy method has changed much from 
tempera and the opaque effects of the earlier 
men to the liquid transparency-of the modern 
artist, 

The volume includes chronological lists of 
the members of the Royal Society of Painters 
in Water Colors, of the associate members, 
and of members of the Royal institute. There 
is also a btographical list of British water 
color painters. (K. P. Dutton & Co.) 


Another delightful book has been added 
to the library of landscape gardening— 
“THE FLOWERS AND GARDENS OF

REPLY BY MURPHY AND COOKE. 


Chicago Club Officials Reiteragje Ex- 
planations of Confusion and Lack 
* Time to Perfect Details. 


Upon receiting the report of the national commis- 
sion in the ticket scalping case. President Murphy 
last night issued a statement. in part as follows: 

„% As I was ill in bed at Detroit, threatened with 
typhoid pneumonid, I have no personal knowledge 
of how the seats were sold in Chicago for the world 
series of baseball games in 1908. It is for this 
reason and not through lack of respect that I shall 
not attempt to answer seriatim the thirteen clauses 
of the national commission finding in this matter. 
Mr. Cooke. who had to do with the sale, has this 
day made a statement, which is self-explanatory: 

„It has long been my opinion that ghe national 

cémmission should take charge of the sale of re- 
served seats at the world’s series, as everything 
else pertaining to this important event ie under the 
supervision of that honorable body. This would 
be only fair to the public and to the contending 
clubs. 

The exercise of the greatest prudence and fore- 
sight cannot assist a club owner much in coping 
with a situation like we had in Chicago in October. 
Enough time does noi elapse between the finishing 
of the championship season in the two major 
leagues and the beginning of the post-season games 
for the world’s championship, so that the contest- 
ing clubs can properly arrange to handle the 
crowds. 

Preparing. printing. racking, distributing, and 
finally selling tickets is a specialty, which is little 
understood, and there is much.more detail work 
about it than most persons imagine. For this 
reason it would be idle to argue with those not 
conversant with this feature of the baseball busi- 
ness about how {ft should be done.“ : 

Rutherford B. Cooke, assistant treasurer, also 
issued a detalled statement of how the tickets were 
handled, similer to the letter written by Secretary 
Thomas to Chairman Herrmann a few days after 
the world’s series ended. The most pertinent para- 
graphs in Mr. Cooke's statement follow : 

„To my knowledge, the Chicago natiogal league 
club has always fought scalpers. Frequently at

However, no bonds in ad- 
dition to the present $5,000,000 can be issued 
until after Dec. 1, 1900. Subsequently bonds 
may be certified at a rate not exceeding 
$5,000,000 per annum. : 

One of the strong features of the icsue is 
that the total amount of bonds issued shall 
at no time exceed 50 per cént of the value 
of the company’s property as represented by 
its total assets, nor more than 60 per cent 
of the real estate and construction accounts. 
Again, after the first $15,000,000 worth =f 
bonde shall have been issued, further bon 
ean be issued only up to 78 per cent of the 
actual cash cost of additional improvements 
and extensions. ‘ 


Bonds Mature Inside Franchise Term. 

The franchise under which the telephone 
company is now operating will not expire 
until Jan. 8, 1929, which will be more than 
five years after the maturity of the bond 
issue. The ordinance provides that either on 
Jan. 1, 1919, or Jan. 1, 1924, the city of Chi- 
cago may purchase all the properties of the 
company within the city at a price 5 per cent 
in advance of the then cost of duplication, the 
cost to be ascertained by three appraisers, 
one appointed by the city, one by the com- 
pany, and the third by the two thus ap- 
pointed.

A statement of earnings and a condensed 
balance sheet showing the condition of the 
company on Oct. 31, 1908, indicates that net 
earnings for twelve months ending Dec. 31, 
1908, will be $2,287,954, or 8.47 per cent on the 
capital stock of $27,000,000 outstanding. 

Inasmuch .as the company has no bonds 
ahead of the present issue, all the net earn- 
ings are applicable to bond interest, which 
for the first year will be $250,000. The earn- 
inge applicable, therefore, to this interest 
are equal to more than ten times the amount 
required.

To Test Public Service Commission. 

The authority of the public service com- 
mission of New ‘York is about to be tested 
by the Delaware and Hudson company of 
York. The railroad company purchased cer- 
tain electric lines and coal mines for which 
it issued short term notes. These it has 
sought to refund by spreading a mortgage on 
the railroad property. The electric lines are 
not connected with the railroad. 

The public service commission refused to 
sanction the mortgage or sale of the bonds, 
and intimated that too high a price had been 
paid for the properties, and also that the 
properties themselves shoul be mortgaged 
instead of the railroad.
